Hum an nature is replete 
with w eak­ 
nesses of one kind and another, and the 
duty of each individual, of course, is to 
strive earnestly to overcome them before 
they etch themselves too deeply into his 
consciousness. 
Some of these weaknesses 
produce fa r worse results in one person 
than they do in another, and it is for 
each one to try to recognize those faults 
that threaten his peace and happiness 
the most and to rise superior to them. It 
cannot be truthfully said that cowardice 
is an outstanding vice common to a ll;

SAFE YOURSELF FROM ROASTING 
H ave you ever noticed a charred beam, 
partition or piece of w’oodw'ork in your 
house and w’ondered if there w’as danger 
of its catching fire? 
That charring w’as 
probably caused by the intense heat radi­ 
ated by a smokepipe or part of a furnace 
or stove nearby. 


Engineers of 
the National 
Board of 
Fire Underwriters state that such condi­ 
tions present a very great fire hazard, 
especially 
during 
severe 
cold 
weather, 
when heating equipment is run at full 
capacity. 
O fficial records indicate that 
10 pel cent of the total fire loss in the 
United States is cau.sed by heating equip­ 
ment. 
Burnable 
materials 
placed 
too 
close to 
the 
equipment 
account 
for a 
large portion of this lo.ss. 


D ifferent 
kinds 
of 
heaters 
require 
varying distances between the hot metal 
and woodwork. 
The old type of stove 
that glows red hot should be set at least 
three feet from burnable materials. More 
modern stoves, with an outer casing of 
metal permitting air to circulate between 
this outei shell and the actual fire box, 
require a one-foot clearance, as does thè 
domestic type of cooking stove having a 
fire-clay lining and a w ater jacket. 
E x ­ 
perience indicates that even solid mason- 
i.\ 
is poor insulation against continuous 
high temperature and that circulation of 
air is needed to prevent dangerous heat 
: from being conveyed to burnable mater- 
' iaLs. 


; 
Attention should be given to the clear­ 
ance above heating devices as w’ell as at 
the front, sides and rear; also to smoke- 
pipes, range hoods, w’arm air pipes and 
registers and steam and hot w'ater pipes 
in 
fact any device or apparatus that 
m ay 
give off heat at sufficiently high 
tem peiatuies to ignite combustible mater­ 
ials. 
A ll hot 
w’ater and low' pressure 
steam heating 
boilers should be covered 
with asbestos insulation. 


The smokepipe is a great source of 
dangei and every effort should be made 
to protect adjacent combustible ceilings, 
beams and partitions from its radiated 
heat.

Some will smile at the old fash­ 
ioned 
term 
"sugar diabetes,” 
but. 
as a matter of fact, it is quite cor­ 
rect, and merely the ordinary wav 
of putting the pedantic Latin term, 
diabetes mellitus. 
"M ellitu s’’ comes from the classic 
word for honey, and it recalls the 
fact that the only sw'eetening our 
ancestors 
had 
was 
honey. 
In 
the 
old days there was no sugar; J ’he 
commercial 
activities 
associated 
with 
food 
of 
this 
kind 
were 
not 
with cane and beet farms and bar­ 
rels, but with the drow’sy hum of 
bees. AVhen it was discovered that 
the urine of diabetic patients was 
sweet, 
the 
discoverer 
naturally 
jumped to the conclusion that the 
substance 
which 
made 
it 
so 
was 
honey— hence 
the 
name, 
diabetes 
mellitus. That this name has been 
changed 
to 
"sugar 
diabetes” 
is 
merely 
tlie 
modernization 
of 
the 
older idea. 
Diabetes has been known for a 
long time. W e have descriptions of 
it in classic times, but our knowl­ 
edge of its nature has 
developed 
very 
slowly. 
The 
first 
step 
was 
that mentioned above— to discover 
that the urine which is passed in 
excessive 
amounts 
contains 
sugar. 
This was done by Thomas W illis, 
w’ho used a simple method— he tast­ 
ed it. But the fact appears to have 
been known for a long time: It is 
hinted in the first book on medi­ 
cine printed in England— "Th e Rosa 
G allica” of John of Gaddesden (14’92) 
where diabetes is called “ candepis.”

Home and Mathcw' Dobson.

A t e s t run was made from Kemsas City to E x celsior Springs with a 
stock model 19 3 4 Stanaard Ch« v rola t sedan, with an of f i c i a l ” m iles-per- 
g a llon ” gauge a s the only specia l equipment, using a standard make of 
"regula r” g a solin e . 


Ihe ca r, with speedometer and odometer hav ing been checked before 
the s ta r t , tra v eled ex a ctly th irty m iles on ex a ctly one g a llon of g a soline 
and a t speeds'ra nging from t h ir t y - f iv e to for ty -fiv e m iles an hour. 


At 5 0 m iles an hour the milea ge amounted to 23 .3 m iles to the g a llon. 


In the fin a l t e s t for g a soline consumptior in congested c it y t r a ffic 
the machine was driv en about the c i t y market, up the Ninth Street h i l l 
from Maa n to Grand Av enue, and back and forth along Main, Walnut and Grand. 
With the la te a fternoon t r a f f ic compelling many stops and s ta r ts , the 
” rr.iles-per-g a llon” in d ica tor d isclosed the car was tra v eling 20.2 miles to 
each g a llon of g a soline consumed. 


Throughout the trip to and from E x celsior 
Sp rin g s, a strong side 
wind V.as blowing, which reta rded, ra ther than a ided, the machine’ s progress. 
I t was a cold day , and ra ining . 
The Kansas C lty -E x celsicr Springs highway 
was s e le r t^ d fw r the f i r s t t e s t because i t s uphill and downhill course, to­ 
g ether with i t s normal t r e f f i c , was believ ed to represent av erage driv ing 
con d itions.
